McGovern-Shriver ticket by the 
NEA’s 12-member Executive 
Committee at a news conference 
in the Statler-Hilton Hotel. 

Creighton blasted the Nixon 
Administration, declaring that 
the President has _ given 
indications that the rights and 
concerns of young people “‘are 
unimportant compared to the 
demands of the military, big 


business, and special interest 
groups.” 
He asserted the President 


“worked behind the legislative 
scenes” to block youth 
participation in the electoral 
process. 

Creighton expressed particular 
concern over Nixon’s vetoes of 
educational legislation, since the 
Student NEA is composed of 
college students who are 
preparing to enter the education 
profession. 

The youth leader charged that 
the Administration had 
overblown certain events at the 
Republican National Conventior 
which he declared were designed 
to give the false impression of 
overwhelming youth support for 
the Republicans. In contrast, 
McGovern “did not bus us 
around to applaud fcr him as 
Richard Nixon did in Miami.” 

“We find it disconcerting,” 
Creighton continued, “that the 
Nixon Administration placed an 
extremely low priority on youth 
involvement for 40 months and 
then in the 6 months before 
re-election time, that position 
was reversed in an effort to win 
another four years in the White 
House.” 

Referring to the 
infamous statement” President 
Nixon was reported to have 
made, Creighton said: “George 
McGovern will not refer to this 
country’s youth leaders as bums, 
and George McGovern’s vice 
president will most assuredly not 
become a vehicle to stymie 
youthful leaders.”

ATE HORNET

It’s become a national fad, this 
register-and-vote business. 

T-shirts, flop hats, eyeshades, 
cyclists’ book bags, and yes, 
even knee socks admonish the 
world to “Vote!”’. 

Two years ago, when folks had 
every good reason to vote--the 
chance to unseat Ronald Reagan 
and The Blue Max at the cast of 
a single ballot — registrars 
tromped the streets unnoticed 
and unappreciated by anyone 
but the neighborhood dogs. 

In those days, good ol’ KERS 
here on campus was the first and 
only station to broadcast its 


whimsical voter registration 
messages. 
Now commercial stations are 


staging massive rock 
concert/voter registration drives 
which register thousands of 
young people in a weekend. 

What, suddenly, has caused all 
the fuss? 

For the most part, it’s the 
creation of the | 8-to-20-year-oid 
voters—in such large untapped 
numbers that campaign 
managers salivate at the very 
thought. In Sacramento County 
alone, an estimated 29,000 
under 21-year-olds are eligible to 


register. 


At last count, 24,877 of that 
number had been registered, 
mostly by McGovern/Shriver 
supporters who are working to 
make this voter registration a 
very big deal indeed. McGovern 
strategists figure that he will 
derive much of his strength from 
new voters. 

Down at the County Clerk’s 
Office, Assistant Registrar of 
Voters Louis P. Corsiglia leaned 
back in his swivel chair to 
consider the volume of affidavits 
pouring into his office. 

“This is the biggest registration 
that I have known in the 25 
years that I’ve been in this 
office—that’s the simplest way | 
can put it to you,” he decided. 

Corsiglia added that 
McGovern’s Sacramento 
supporters have ‘“definiteiy 
stimulated registration,” and 
backed up their claim that they 
had turned in nearly 90% of the 
county’s new registrations since 
the primary deadline in April. 

That 90% breaks down to 
about 7,000 registrations a 
week, according to Joyce 
Austin, who was found sitting 
on a desktop in the corner of the 
new, echoing McGovern/Shriver 
headquarters on 21st Street. 

Joyce is a veteran of harder 
times with the Jess Unruh 
campaign in 1970, when voter 
registrars and ‘‘bird-doggers” 
(under 21-year-olds who 
canvassed neighborhoods for the 
registrars) prowled the precincts. 

Now she considers bird-dogging 
“too slow” and said that the 
campaign will only register 
door-to-door in minority 
communities, using groups led 
by ethnic community members. 

Registration tables at crowded 
shopping centers, auction yards, 
college campuses and especially 


large discount stores—manned 
by 670  volunteers- have 
accounted for most of their 
enormous output. 

And where no crowd can be 
found, they create one, as they 
did last Friday by co-sponsoring 
a free Southside Park rock 
concert with a local FM radio 
station. 

Crowds do not figure in the 
registration plans of the 
Committee to Re-Elect the 
President. 

Precinct maps line the walls of 
the room where Joe Chiodo 
Organizes door-to-door 
‘*blitzes’’-combination 
canvassing and _ registration

drives. 

The only crowd involved is the 
one—anywhere from 50 to 400 
strong~which leaves Nixon 
headquarters on Highway 160 
on Saturday mornings to do 
precinct work. 

By late afternoon the 
volunteers, mostly young, are 
welcome back with a party at 
someone’s home. 

At close to 500 a week, their 
registration drive is 
comparitively small. But they 
are choosy about who they 
register—they'll do Republicans 
and Democrats—but only if they 
say they will vote for Mr. Nixon 
in November.

F. Kennan, Klaus Knorr, and 
Edmunoo Flores. He will also be 
available for small group 
discussions after his address.

Schmitz - AIP 
Presidential Candidate

On August 26, while the 
California branch of the 
American Independent Party 
(AIP) held its state convention 


at the Senator Hotel, the 
National American Party 
nominee for President, 


Representative John Schmitz of 
California arrived for a campaign 
appearance in Sacramento. 
Earlier this year in 
Louisville, Ky., the National 
American Party nominated 
Congressmian John G. Schmitz 
(R Orangg County) and Tom 
Anderson a ‘‘well known 
publisher in the South and 
Midwest among literally millions 
of people’’ as their party 


standards for the 1972 
campaign. 

It is required by state law 
that all political parties in 


California hold conventions to 
choose their candidates for 
President and Vice President as 
well as those that simply slate 
electors if the party wants to 
remain legal in the state 

The AIP convention was 
nearly an exact miniature of a 
national political convention. 
There were hats and buttons 
sported by delegates milling all 
over the hotel. Their sessions 
were almost identical to the ones 
he!d at the national level. 
Schmitz selected the AIP 
conclave to help kick off his 
party’s activities in California by 
making a personal appearance. 

Schmitz arrived behind 
schedule and stepped out of the 
elevator into the press room. It 
crackled with expectation or at 


least excitement, which is 
something for a candidate to 
accomplish among the press 
whether it is favorable to his 
political viewpoint or not. In 
this instance it was a neutral 
feeling, neither a “pro-nor-con” 
type of excitement. 

When Schmitz speaks he 
looks directly at his questioner 
with clear and alert eyes rare 
among politicians. Schmitz is an 
ex-Marine and a John Birch 
Society member, who thinks if 
every American was aware of his 
platform he would win in a 
landslide. He has boiled it down 
to two platform planks: “If we 
enter a war we should enter it to 
win and those people who wor} 
should live better than those 
who don’t!” 

The AIP in California labels 
itself “a party committed to 
lower property taxes, protection 
of neighborhood schools, 
support of local law 
enforcement, control of 
narcotics and pollution, and 
termination of American 
involvement in the Vietnam 
War.” 

Schmitz and the American 
Party have revived the old battle 
cry of Barry Goldwater when he 
ran for President on the 
Republican ticket in 1964: “A 
Choice Not an Echo.” Schmitz 
and the AIP see the two major 
political parties as two wings of 
the Socialist Party—Socialist 
Party One (Republicans) and 
Socialist Party Two 
(Democrats). 

When asked to explain 
further how both major parties 
are socialist, Schmitz replied

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briefly, ‘“‘Nixon declared 
publicly, on nationwide 
television, that he was a 


‘Keynesian’ socialist and added 
the fact that McGovern had 
received the Democratic Party 
nomination was ‘‘proof 
enough.” Even Nixon’s welfare 
program is socialist in nature, 
Schmitz said. 

On welfare, Schmitz agrees 
government “‘is the great fiction 
by which everybody tries to live 
at the expense of everyone else,” 
and has voted consistently to 
“hold down Federal spending on 
programs which have made it 
possible for some who do not 
work to live better than others 
who do work.”

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Schmitz charged the real 
Vietnam issue is the past few 
“regimes” are playing both sides 
of the conflict. He accused the 
U.S. Government of supplying 
Russia with the material and

technology for its industrial 
complex. 

"* 3 B.6 Faves es 
Industrial-complex, 90%-95% is 
the result of U.S. technology 
and its Nato allies...if there were 
no Soviet Industrial-complex 
there would be no military 
machine in North Vietnam and 
if there were no military 
machine in North Vietnam there 
would be no war,” Schmitz 
contends. 

It has been said that the AIP 
is the party of Governor George 
Wallace of Alabama who ran as 
its first presidential candidate 
when the party was formed in 
1968. However, listening to 
what John Schmitz has to say on 
the issues and what the party has 
formulated as the issues and 
comparing them to Wallace’s 
1972 campaign, it seems like the 
American Party is more the part 
of the John Birch Society. It 
must be pointed out there is no 
formal link between the two. 

Schmitz added he is getting 
tired of always being introduced 
in the news media as the “lame 
duck’’ Congressman from 


California. He points out, “don’t 
forget that if he is re-elected in 
1972, President Nixon will also 
be a lame duck and a dangerous 
one, at that.”

Opportunity Program at CSUS 
has been dissolved under 
directive of the Trustees and the 
Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. 

Formed last Spring when many 
blacks felt the origina! 
Educational Opportunity 
Program (EOP) was not serving 
the black community, the Pan 
African EOP was officially 
dissolved last Friday when 
maintenance men cleared their 
five room offices in the 
temporary buildings near the 
Guy West Footbridge. 

Rumblings of the dissolution 
began last July when Elena Caro, 
director of FOP, terminated the 
director of the Pan African EOP, 
Frank McCurry. According to 
Caro, she had received a 
directive from the Trustees 
ordering the two EOP’s to merge 
and hire one director by August 
1. She also said that the HEW 
had set September | as the 
deadline to merge the two 
programs 

The HEW cited violations of 
civil rights regulations as reason 
for the dissolution. Caro said 
that the move had _ been 
rescheduled several times. 

Darrell Inabnit, Vice President 
of Academic Affairs, had advised 
CSUS President James Bond to 
postpone the move because of 
support the Pan African 
organization had elicited from 
the black community, Caro 
reported. 

The Pan African Student Union 
(PASU) has opposed the merger 
of the two EOP’s. Robert Shaw, 
chairman of PASU, said to deal 
with the black situation you 
must have been involved in the 
black situation 
“What they are saying is that 
black people can’t do that. They 
charge us with some disruptive,

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reverse racism thing. This is a a 
bunch of bullshit!’’, Shaw said. 

Caro has said that she never felt “7 
there was a separate Pan African 
EOP feeling they possessed a 
separate office, but never had a 
separate program. She added 
that McCurry had a position 
without power and none of the 
people involved with the Pan 
African EOP were actually on 
the staff of FOP 

According to Caro, the split in 
the program occured last Spring 
when the situation between a 
fraction of the blacks in the EOP « 
and the rest of the students in 
the program became 
“unbearable.” She said that at

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the time that the split would be 
legal but not a good idea. 

Caro insists that the EOP has 
always been “multi-ethnic” at 
CSUS. “People of one race are 
not necessarily unable to deal 
with people of another race,” 
Caro said. However FASU does 
not agree 

Shaw likened the situation toa 
dispute between the 
Mathematics Department and 
the English Department. He said 
that the Mathematics 
Department doesn’t dictate 
policy to the English 
Department, so other ethnic 
groups should not dictate policy 
to the black community, he 
concluded. 

Shaw said it is the goal of the 
white power structure to keep 
minorities in constant confusion. 
“It’s hard to keep your mind on 
draining the swamp when you're 
up to your ass in alligators,”’ said 
Shaw 

The problem is not blacks in 
“hassles with Chicanos, Asians 
and minorities, but the 
white power structure according 
to Shaw 

Shaw President Bond 
sympathizes with the black 
students in this situation, but his 
duties lie as administrator of the 
policies set by the Trustees 

“It makes no difference who is 
the engineer,” said Shaw, “the

tracks only go in one direction.” 
When you have _ inequities, 
“They hire a black president and 
set the problems on_ his 
shoulders.” 

Shaw said that the situation in 


the main EOP building is 
“untenable.” Presently, all files 
of the Pan African EOP are 
being housed in the PASU 
offices 

Caro stated that it’s 
“ridiculous, it’s crazy, what they 
are doing. If you are interested 
in education, then you deal with 
existing programs.” 

It had been suggested that the 
black students continue to 
occupy offices in a trailer 
located behind the EOP offices. 
Caro said that this is impossible 
since she wants to use the trailer 
as a tutorial center. She 
emphasized that she will “fight” 
to keep the program integrated. 

Caro added that the difference 
between the EOP and PASU isa 
“philisophical difference. They 
believe in separatism, we don't.” 
“If you don’t take care of 
yourself in this ruthless situation 
nobody will,” she added 

The only fact that is clear ai 
this point is there in no longer a 
Pan African EOP. Whether or 
not the PASU will continue 
servicing the black students in an 
advisory capacity remains to be 
seen.

Sacramento University 
freshmen, sophomores, and 
juniors planning to _ teach 
elementary school in California 
may not qualify for credentials 
if they are in majors other than 
Liberal Studies, the Associate 
Dean of Arts and Sciences 
warns. 

Under the new Ryan Act which 
applies to all students who are 
first semester juniors, and al! 
freshmen and sophomores, the 
only approved program for 
elementary teacher preparation 
is the new Liberal Studies major. 
No longer will students be able 
to use a major in other 
departments such-as Music, Art, 
Social Science, etc. 

Because this change is so 
recent, many students 
apparently have not heard about 
it, reports Dean Sandra Barkdull. 
She urges all students who think

The attention currently being 
given to gender on the 
Sacramento campus is illustrated 
by many recent events. Certainly

everyone has noticed the 
proliferation of slashes (as in 
he/she) in intracampus bulletins, 
memos, and newspaper articles. 

Many will recall that a new 
word was coined with which to 
specify the ombudsman so as to 
connote gender to no one. An 
astute observer would notice 
that at least one department has 
eliminated any possible 
implication of gender in the 
designation of its chief 
administrator ,administratrix 

Finally, the title for leaders of 
Faculty Senate committees has 
been modified to eliminate that 
syllable from which some infer 
gender. In addition to this 
increased attention to gender, 
the campus has further elevated 
the pedestal available to the 
female sex by additing women 
to other ethnic groups for whom 
special study programs have 
been developed. 

More recently a Continuing 
Education Project for Women 
has been devised complete with 
its own directrix. 

These developments appear to 
have had a negligible influence 
on those who edited the new 
catalogue. One finds on page 
after page (e.g. 21, 25, 27, 29, 
43, 66) phraseology from which 
some would infer that all 
Sacramento State students are 
male. 

In addition, majors in Art, 


Biological Science, Drama, 
English, French, Home 
Economics, Music, Psychology, 


Business Administration, and 
Social Work are susceptible to 
the same interpretation on pages 
88, 100, 143, 162, 175, 223, 
257, 283, 330 and 463 
respectively. 

If this is not a sufficient affront 





Epitome of Sexism 


to the prevailing mood on the 
campus, this catalogue identifies 
administration leaders with the 
masculine gender in the same 
sense. For example, we find the 

Directors (sic) of Ethnic Studies 
Programs on page 474, the Dean 
of Graduate Studies on page 66, 
the Vice President of Academic 
Affairs on page 483, and even 
the President of the University 
on page 29 are all referred to 
with what some_ consider 
masculine pronouns. 

Is this all? 

It is not. 

Although this catalogue uses 
italics for specifying titles of 
administrative positions, this 
amenity is denied most of the 
few administrative positions 
occupied by women. In a 
footnote on page 331, female 
transfers from community 
colleges appear to be ignored. 
The one plus ultra neglect, 
however, is exemplified on pages 
481 and 452 where all females 


appear excluded from 
considerations relating to 
environment or society. 

Surely the most modest 


sensitivity to current activities at 
Sacramento State would have 
dictated the replacement of the 
MCP’s responsible for producing 
this document with individuals 
who at least understand and 
preferably who sympathize with 
present campus trends 

The editorial effort to remove 
these blatant misrepresentations 
of the Sacramento State 
community would have been 
completely trivial. 

Let us charge the editors of the 
next catalogue to be more 
cognizant of these matters which 
the campus considers important.

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Day Care Center $12,000 





Fear that the Day Care Center 
would delay their opening for 
the beginning of the fall 
semester was dispelled Friday 
when the Hornet Foundation 
voted to grant the center 
$12,000 in funds to match 
federal grants. 

Opening September 25, to an 
occupancy level of 90 children, 
the facilities will be available for 
$50 a month for five half-day 
sessions. Later on in the year, 
when the grants are finally 
received, fees will be paid 
entirely or partially by the 
government, allowing students 
to send their children and go to 
school at the same time. 
Complaints, last year, that the 
center lacked any type of 
continuity and discriminated 
against students who could not 
afford the fee, prompted Arturo 
Avina, the new student body 
president, to look for some 
agency or organization to fund 
the program. 

With 3000 pre-school age 
children of CSUS parents on this 
campus, the need for a day care 


center facility close to the 
campus was apparent to Avina 
who felt that he had a 


committment to those children 
and their parents to extend the 
center to those with the most 
need, providing them with the 
best service possible 

Last years center only 
provided educational facilities 
for 45 children. He feels that the 
center must be made available to 
more people, so that they 
receive quality as well as 
quantity service 

Priorities for whose children 
would be admitted were made to 


allow for those with the most 


urgent need. 
They include those with 
financial need, full-time 


students, current or past welfare 
receipients, part time students, 
ethnic children, and staff and 


faculty. nOlrRail 
The program for children 
which constitutes about 3.5
